DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/9/2007 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

On line 12 of claim 14, please insert -, the reservoir space extending 
substantially the length of the balloon-- in between "material" and 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious a catheter comprising an expandable 
portion comprising a reservoir space disposed between the outer surface of the balloon, 
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and the inner surface of the membrane and wherein the reservoir space is connected to 
a reservoir lumen for filling the reservoir space with the biologically active material, the 
reservoir space extending substantially the length of the balloon in combination with the 
other limitations recited in claim 14. The closest prior art, namely Baran (4,414,576), 
can not be interpreted as disclosing such a reservoir space between the outer surface 
of the balloon (E) and the inner surface of the membrane (U) since any space provided 
by the voids of the membrane (U) would only provide very small, non continuous spaces 
between the balloon and the membrane and therefore would not extend substantially 
the length of the balloon as is now recited.
